Monday passed thc Patman bill to pay 
Ihe 2-billion-dollar veterans' bonus in 
United States notes.

measure away from the ways and 
means committee and brought it to 
the floor. Much of the debate con- 
cerned the manner in which the bonus 
would be paid.

Democratic leader, in a final appeal 
against the bill, said it would upset 
the president's recovery plans. 


The bill goes lo Ihe senale, which 


only two weeks ago refused to add a 
similar bonus proposal to the inde- 
pendent offices appropriation bill. 


Veto Likely to Hold

to life. They find that people worry 
them and draw shyly back into them- 
selves. To face strangers is worse 
than facing monsters. 


It is hard to explain this social at- 


titude, as it is usually formed in baby- 
lood. It cannot be considered abnor- 
mal because it seems to be a choice 
the baby makes deliberately. 


In time he may find the simplest 


:hings of everyday life difficult to 
Dear. He shrinks from reality. And 
:hen he does a very natural thing, 
ffe builds a world he can be happy 
in—one that exists only -in his own 
mind. This world is his kingdom and 
n it he rules and is important. His 
'eeling of shyness and "inferiority" 
disappears. He has everything his 
own way and enjoys that dominance 
ie dare not exercise in real life. 


In this fairy kingdom, he is a prince, I 


or a strong-man, or very rich, depend- 
ng somewhat on the thing in real 
'ife that he most admires or envies. 
A little girl will pretend she is Mrs. 
Brown and have imaginary playmates 
of thin air who give in to her about 
everything, and who envy her and 
yet love her. 


The Day-Dreamer 


When such a child is made doubly 


unhappy by certain experiences cov- 
eting a period of time, trouble at 
school, or at home, a feeling of great 
futility, or being, misunderstood, or 
mistreated, he may widen this "wish- 
world" so that it consumes much of 
his time. He won't work at all, per- 
haps, but lies around day-dreaming, 
or getting relief by reading books, 
books and more books. He becomes 
the hero by extending his own per- 
sonality; fights brave fights, and con- 
quers worlds. 


Perhaps he resorts to sleep to es- 


cape the real world. Or he may seek 
morbid flights of other kinds. The 
problems of wishes, dream-worlds and 
escapes id a big one and would fill 
many a book. It has its very roots 
in the fundamental instincts and feeds 
on its own emotion. 


This child seldom meets with pa- 


tience or understanding because he 
lacks so-called normal ambition, can- 
not be appealed to through pride and 
decides from the start that he never 
can succeed. 


Strangely enough, it is often this 


dream-type child, indulging his ima- 
gination to an unusual extent who 
contributes largely to the arts of the 
world. He suffers and therefore seems 
to see things with a finer and keener 
perception. What we call emotional- 
ly interpretive. 


Look for Causes 


To encourage this child is more im- 


portant than to discourge him. The 
most successful results are obtained, 
it is thought, by involving his interest 
in something naturally attractive to 
him and rousing activity as much as 
po£sible in the enterprise. 


As there are less congenial things, 


such as work, to be done also, and ev- 
ery child has to do something, it is 
well worthy trying to gain his accpet- 
ance of daily duties, too. An artistic 
temperament, if it is of the shy or 
"escape" 'type, seldom succeeds unless 
the habit of work can be harnessed to 
it. But the dreamy, lazy, boy or girl 
should not be considered a good-for- 
nothing. Look for causes and ty for 
cures, in the constructive sense. He 
may be lazy for other reasons, such as 
a specific unhappiness, a worry, or 
just from growing But "escapes" of 
all sorts are common to all of us. 
They need understanding hearts, pa- 
tience, and help.

not vote why the didn't. We found: 


"Failed to pay poll tax, 109; were 


not interested, 63; didn't have time, 8; 
religious prejudice, 4; forgot, 13; didn't 
believe in. woman suffrage. 15; didn't 
live in state-required time, 11; out of 
town. 16: no need to vote. 25; didn't 
like candidates, 28. 


''During the past session of our leg- 


islature we asked our fathers and 
mothers what the refunding bill was. 
In over half of the homes they had to 
answer that they did not know. 


"This makes us believe that our 


citizens put little value in citizenship 
—not only in Hope but in the United 
States as a whole. This fas is ap- 
paling to us. We realize that if our 


government is to last and our nation 
is to endure and go farward, our peo- 
ple must assert their • rights and as- 
sume their responsibility because our 
government is a democracy and is for 
the people and by the people. 


"Our rights and privileges of a cit- 


izen are beyond value. They have 
been won by courage, daring, and 
struggles. We must hand this heritage 
on unimpaired and undiminishcd to 
these who live after us. The only, way 
we can do this is to cherish its past. 


"We ask you to believe in its ideals, 


have faith in its future, see its short- 
comings, and value our rights and 
duties as citizens by active participa- 
tion governed by intelligent and open- 
minded thinking."

Radio Power Will 
Drive Railroad Car 


Santa Fe to Conduct Ex- 


periment On 42-Mile 


Test Run 


BOISE CITY, Okln,-(/f')-An at- 


tempt is to bo made to drive M railway 
motor car the 42V;> miles from Boise 
City to Clayton. N. M., with pcAver 
derived From u short 
wave 
radio 


broadcast. 


The experiment, sponsored by the 


Santa Fe railway, is expected to be 
made within 10 days. The plans are 
being developed by J. V. Jarrell, To- 
pcka, Kan., head of the road's Agri- 
cultural Development Depart incut, and 
M. E. Gregory of Brentwond, Ciil.. 
credited by the railroad with perfect- 
ing the apparatus. 


The ear to be'used is of the familiar, 


distillate-propelled type used by ninny 
railroads for shot passenger runs. In 
the experiment, Jarroll said, the car 
will attempt to pick up sufficient pro- 
pulsion 
energy 
from short waves 


broadcast by « transmitting station in 
Boise City. Two CO-foot towers have 
been constructed on railroad property 
here. 


Don Roberts, an assistant (o Gregory 


who has been here perfecting plans 
for the trial, said the Santa Fe and 
Baltimore and Ohio railroads hold an 
option upon Gregory's invention, 


Gregory has been working on the 


instruments for six years, his assistant 
said, declaring the device previously 
has been used in furnishing power to 
motir cars. 


The invention is believed to gener- 


ate its power waves by a standing 
wave oscillator, a large double-end 
vacuum tube. It has a 
cylindrical 


shape and is four feet, long and six 
inches in diameter. Current from a 
motor-generator set. at 
about 7,500 


volts is impressed on the plates and 
fed to the grids of the double-end 
tube. 


Following a process of oscillation, 


the voltage of the high frequency cur- 
rent developed is tapped from the os- 
cillator and led to the antenna from 
which the invisible power supposedly 
goes into space. 


As the coach moves along it appar- 


ently will pick up the power on a 
small aerial and pass it through recti- 
fying tubes the size of an ordinary 
lamp. The rectifiers tmooth out the 
current into direct current suitable 
for driving electric motors.

Getting the soil in condition for 


planting is one of the essential factors 
in growing n good garden. 


First of nil, the ground must be 


cleaned of any brush, 
stumps, or 


weeds. Stone should be picked up, and 
trash cleared away. 


If 
subsistence 
gardens 
are in a 


group, it usually will pay to hire the 
plowing and harrowing. 


Of course, on a small plot of ground 


like a back yard or a vacant lot, and 
if you have time, spading is all right; 
in fact, if spading is done properly, it 
will give a better seed bed than where 
the ground is plowed. 


The right way to spade is to take 


thin slices, turn the soil over com- 
pletely, and break the lumps with 
the edge of the spade as you go along. 
You can pulverize the surface with 
a steel rake, but raking will not break 
buried lumps. 


How deep to plow or spade depends 


on the soil. If you have only six 
inches of surface soil, it is a mistake 
to spade or plow deeper than eight 
inches. 


Manure nnd Fertilizers 


Manure is the best fertilizer .for 


gardens, hut it is extremely scare1. 
Only occasionally will gardeners be 
able to obtain enough manure of good 
quality. 


Manure adds organic 
matter, the 


substance most frequently lacking in 
soils used for 
subsstence gardens. 


Weeds, cornstalks, almost anything in 
the nature of organic matter, turned 
under when plowing or spading will 
iclp add humus, but manure also in- 
creases the plant food supply. 


Manure_that has not been composted 


should be plowed or spaded under, 
)Ut well-rooted material can be spread 
over the surface after plowing or spad- 
ng and worked into the top soil.

Army Planes Grounded 


WASHlNGTON-^-A list of the 


curtailed schedules which the army 
will fly when its mail planes go aloft 
again was made public Monday at 
the Postoffice Department along with 
the assertion the army had siad it was 
prepared to fly the mails at the time 
the private contracts were cancelled. 


The new schedule, as made public 


by postoffice officials, includes: Bos- 
ton to New York; New York to San 
Francisco, via Chicago and Salt Lake 
City; New York to 
Jacksonville; 


Washington to Atlanta; Chicago to 
Dallas, via Kansas City and St. Louis; 
Salt Lake to Seattle; Salt Lake to 
San Diego, via Los Angeles; Cheyenne 
to Denver and Chicago to St. Paul. 


Postoffice! Department officials also 


said they expected the army to take 
the air again Tuesday with the mail 
but at the War Department it was 
said this was unlikely and no predic- 
tion would be made as to the time 
for resumption, although this was ex- 
pected within two or three days. 


The postoffice statement in the con- 


troversy over whether the army was 
consulted before the postmaster gen- 
eral cancelled the contracts of private 
companies and gave their job to the 
service was made by, Harlee Branch, 
assistant postmaster general. 


With Postmaster General Farley sit- 


ting by. Branch told newspapermen 
that ho had consulted Maji Gen. Ben- 
jnmir< D. Foulois, chief of the Army 
Air Corps, February 9—just a few 
hours before the contracts were can- 
celled—about the ability of the army 
to take over. 


Branch said Eugene Vidal, assistant 


secretary of commerce for aeronautics, 
was present and that Vidal had been 
called in because the Department of 
Commerce, is entrusted with super- 
vision of airways, radio information 
and other ground service. 


Branch said that Foulois was en- 


thusiastic over (he suggestion that the 
army carry the mail, commenting that 
it would give pilots much needed ex- 
perience. Branch said he then sub- 
mitted the proposed schedule of opera- 
tions to Foulois and that the general 
said ho thought that the army could 
take over in about 10 days. 


"We allowed the time the army 


wanted for preparation in making the 
cancellation effective," Farley com- 
mented.
